Upon the stroke of midnight to- 


night the major machinery of the 
new tax bill will be thrown into 
gear, 
to 
operate 
continuously 


through June 30, 1934. 


Many Gettysburgians are report- 


ed to be "laying in" a supply of ne- 
cessities upon which a tax has 
(been placed, to avoid paying the 
jditional fee starting Tuesday. 


At that time the government's 


program for raising more than 
jhalf of the additional tax burden 
of $1,118,500,000 will be launched 
through a new manufacturers' ex- 
cise levy, stamp taxes and miscel- 
laneous others. From these the 
treasury hopes to realize $654,- 
000,000 during the coming fiscal 
year. 


Many Essentials Taxed 


Apparently few purchasing agents 


throughout the land will be spared 
by the new imposts. The list of 
taxable articles 
includes a gross 


section of more or less essentials, 
such as matches, gasoline, elec- 
tricity for domestic and commercial 
usage, automobiles and tires, candy, 
soft drinks, toilet preparations and 
a hose of others. From these man- 
ufacturers' excise taxes the govern- 
ment expects $457,000,000 next year. 


Under the miscellaneous imposts 


are found telephone messages cost- 
jing more than fifty cents, telegraph 
and cable communications, and a 
tax of admissions, designed to raise 
$64,500.000. 


The stamp taxes on security is- 


sues, security transfers, 
convey- 


ances, checks and the like, is cal-

LACK OF PRAYER 
STOPS SPIRITUAL 
PROGRESS TODAY 


Local Pastor Exhorts 
CongregationTo 


Pray Without 


Ceasing. 


PRAYER BRINGS 


MANY BLESSINGS 


"Pray as you have never before 


prayed. Pray without ceasing, pray 
with faith believing, pray alone, 
pray with your family, pray in 
groups, pray in the mid-week serv- 
ice," was the plea brought to the 
congregation by the Rev. Frederick 
B. Crane, pastor of the Presbyterian 
church, in his sermon Sunday morn- 
ing. 


"Unoffered Prayer" was the title 


of the sermon and the text, James 
4:2, "Ye have not, because ye ask 
not.'' 


"We do not pray enough, and 


therefore we cannot have," said the 
Rev. Mr. Crane. "To think that the 
only barrier which excludes us from 
a wealth of spiritual blessing is our 
failure to request the outpouring of 
God's bounty. I recently attended 
a meeting of ministers in which the 
prevailing tone of the discussion 
was one of inquiry. Inquiry into the 
reason for the dearth of spiritual 
progress in our day. One mentioned 
the cycle of spiritual depression be- 
fore the flood of revival, another the 
inroads of mechanical inventions, 
such as automobiles, which keep the 
people from going to church, and 
still another mentioned the grow- 
ing tendency of making the Sabbath 
a national holiday for dissipation. 


Prayer Is Needed 


. "But no one mentioned that which 
lies down deep beneath all these 
contributory causes to spiritual in- 
ertia, the crux of the whole situa- 
tion which is unoffered prayer. Why 
our unproductice labors? Why our 
scanty harvests? 'Ye have not be- 
cause ye ask not."" 


Continuing the pastor said, "All 


about us are the significant signs of 
a people who do not pray enough. 
We need not go outside our com- 
munity or outside .our own congre- 
gation, in fact, to see the needs 
which are crying for remedy and 
relief. 
Our pews are fairly well 


filled in one of our Sunday serv- 
ices; at night there are many va- 
cancies. Yet there are enough pro- 
fessing Christians on the roll book 
of our church to crowd this house of 
God twice each Sabbath. 
If we 


seek to crowd our churches, if we 
long for a praying prayer meeting, 
if we yearn for the saving of souls, 
the conversion of sinners, we must 
pray more." 


Prayer is Obligation 


In concluding the speaker told the 


story of a mother who was brought 
to grief by a crime committed by her 
son and how she condemned herself 
foi not having prayed more. 


"Perhaps her self-condemnation 


was justified," said the pastor. "If 
so, it is an illustration and but 
one of the multitudes of illustra- 
tions of the curses wrought because 
of unoffered prayer. We are cursed 
because we do not pray enough. Re- 
member that prayer is more than a 
privilege. It is that but it is-more 
than that, it is an obligation also. 
Jesus said, 'Men ought always to 
pray.' 
Notice the ought. It ex- 


presses obligation, duty. To neglect 
prayer is to neglect a bound duty. 
Who is without sin in this regard? 
We do not pray enough. God's work 
lags. We fail in our labor because 
we fail to pray."

few ounces of silver nitrate caught 
an extortion suspect who had slip- 
ped through a cordon of one hun- 
dred state troopers, it was revealed 
Sunday. 


The prisoner, J. Clarence Thoman, 


a Pennsylvania railroad telegrapher, 
was captured in a ten-day hunt 
through the Susquehanna valley for 
"the 
man 
with the blackened 


hands." 


The scheme that led to his capture 


was devised by Sergt. William Clark, 
of the state police. Harry L. Magec. 
31, wealthy carpet manufacturer of 
Philadelphia, reported to Clark that 
he had been receiving letters in 
which the writer threatened to kid- 
nap Magee's two small children if 
he did not drop $15,000 from an air- 
plane at a spot (marked by a white 
cloth) on lonely Hunlock Mountain. 


Clark concentrated one hundred 


police in a twenty-mile area around 
the mountain and told Magee, who 
is a licensed airplane pilot, to fly 
over it looking for the cloth signal. 
Thoman watched Magee from his 
office in the railroad signal tower at 
Retreat, across the river. 


After Magec had made several 


trips up the river Thoman crossed 


over and spread the signal cloth. 
Magee spiralcd his plane as a signal 
to troopers designating the spot. As 
the police closed in on the moun- 
tain Magee dropped a dummy pack- 
age on the outside of which were 
two $20 bills. 


Thoman pounced on the money 


and dodged through the line of po- 
lice closing in on the mountain.

The 
police finally traced one of the $20 
bills to the Danville .'Pa.) district 
and Thoman was arrested there late 
Sunday when a trooner noticed his 
blackened hands. 


At first he denied his guilt, but

carefully for nesting quail,. ring- 
necked pheasants and rabbits when 
they mow their fields this summer. 
Too often these valuable game crea- 
tures either are killed or badly crip- 
pled by the sharp knives and when 
this occurs, the farmer loses a valu- 
able ally, officials said. Many farm- 
ers, however, recognize this fact and 
usually keep a sharp lookout for 
nesting birds or animals and, after 
they locate a nest; mow'around it, 
leaving enough cover' to protect the 
eggs and young.

The tax on admissions is applic-

The shortening of the bear sea­ 
son, the commission said, was ef­ 
fected in view of a noticeable de­ 
crease in 'th e kill during the last 
few years which was construed as 
warranting some protection to this 
class of game.

Crumble yeast and add water. 


Let stand 5 minutes.

rest of flour, mixing thoroughly. 


Place in greased bowl. Cover with 


cloth and let rise in moderately 
warm place until dough has doubled 
in bulk. It will require about 4 
hours for dough to rise. 
Divide 


dough in two parts and roll out 
each part until circles 8 inches in 
diameter have been formed. 
' Use sharp knife and cut circles 
into halves. Then cut each half into 
8 pieces, making 16 triangular 
shaped pieces of dough from each 
circle. The dough is rather soft so 
that even pieces can not be cut, 
but by pulling with fingers the 
dough can be made as desired. 


Beginning at wide side of the tri- 


angular shaped pieces roll up each 
piece. 
Place butterhorns side by 


side on a greased pan and let rise 
until doubled in bulk. It will re- 
quire about 4 hours to rise. Cover 
butterhorns with cloth to prevent 
crust from forming on tops. Bake 
20 minutes in moderate oven. A 
good fat mixture is made by using 
half butter and half lard.

Mr. de Valera was pictured as 


recognizing circumstances in which 
the British commonwealth would 
act as a unit for external purposes. 
Then "His Majesty the King would 
be recognized as the head" of the 
British commonwealth. 


Mr. Thomas told the commons 


he had informed Mr. de Valera 
that it would do no good to talk 
about such a plan, because neither 
this not any other British govern- 
ment would agree to such a pro- 
cosal. 


The dominion secretary's remark 


came when he read a dispatch from 
the head of the Irish Free State 
during a debate on the Irish ques- 
tion. 


The purport of this dispatch, Mr. 


Thomas said, was that De Valera 
had not deviated one iota from his 
original position on the abolition 
of -the Irish oath of allegiance and 
the land annuity payments.
